I was foolish 
enough to seli Mr. Crayton, of South Carolina, five 
calves for$ij0 each. They are not yet old enough 
to move, and I would gladly buy them back at $300 
a piece.” 


The rise in the value of Jerseyshas been remark- 
able. Ia the past five years it has d uubled almost 
maany times. Up tol+77, the hichest price recorded 
for a Jersey was $625. Last week one sold at anction 
at$6,62.and s veral have brought over $5,009, A COW 
offered to Mr. Wade in 1877, for $225, commanded 
$1,100 two years later. Mr. Wade has one cow, 
Teneila, for which he has refused $5,000, anda 
heifer that he refused $1,000 for when she was three 
months old. Hesays Teneila would bring from. 
$7,000 to £10,000 atauction, and he thinks his entire 
herd of 42 atimals would bring at thirty days’ sale 
an average of $1,000 cach. 


Our Georgia breeders are offering DO calves forsale, 
but are on the contrary increasing their herds. 
{ doubt if a Jersey heifer can be bought in Georgia 
to-day, ¢ xcept at an unusual price. Mr. Lod Hill, 
who now has 43 cows and heifers, has just bought 11 
of the best Jerseys he could find in the north and 
east, which will give him 55 females, and a full herd 
of about60. This makes him the largest breeder in 
the south, except Mr. Montgomery, of Starkville, 
Miss., who has about 130 femates in a herd of about 
159. The largest owner of Jersey cattle in America, 
and, indeed, in the world, is Mr, W. B. Dinsmore, 
the great express manager. He has wisely refrained 
from selling auy caivesin the past five years and 
now has a trifle over three hundred of the finest 
of Jerseys. 


The figures quoted to Ine above stem enormous, 
and yetthe demand at those prices far exceeds the 


supply. A good Jersey is a goid mine, as the breed- 
ers’ records show. Said Mr. Wade, for example, to 
a party of gewtiemen, “There isa cow, Vonua Fay,

how thunderous the roar of battle, nor how sul- 
phurous the air, her milk nevercurdled or ceased 
its gentle ow. Atnight around the camp-fire she 
would yield as swect a pailful of milk as was ever 
distilled from cioverin time of profoundest peace. 
She surrendered with her battery at Macon,walked 
home with her master, and lived and died in hon- 
orable re tirement. Her granddaugater is now queen 
of a West End clover patch, and looks at visitors as 
if she would say: ‘‘My grandma fit in the war.’’- 


A short time agoa few ladies of Trinity church, 
in this city, met to organize a “‘Home Mission.”’ 
Object: The providing of work for women who want- 
ed work,a@iid finding sale for the art‘cles they made. 
The nced of such a mission was pressing. The 
large manufacturers had s‘arted by offering 75 cents 
a dozen for makingshirts. More women appliéd 
for work than could be supplied, and under this 
pressure the price was forced down to 25 cents a 
dozen. Women who sewed merely to supplement 
the earnings of their husbands, or sons, or fathers 
could afford to work at this price. To women whol- 
iy dependent on their own labor, it meant absolute 
starvation. 


At the first mecting the ladies bought cloth 
cut out numberiess garments, and awaited the 
call of the women. The meeting was about ready 
to adjourn in discouragement, when two or three 
women came in and asked for work. The garments 
they made were sold for the cost of the cloth witha 
reasonable sum added for the women's work. No 
profits were charged. Besides assuring the women 
of profitable work, it furnished cheap garments to 
those who wanted them. The plan workedtoa 
charm, aud very soon more than eighty women and 
girls were working steadily under the auspices of 
the miwion. Many iadies loaned sewing machines 
to the poorer of the women, and the mission leased 
machines forothers. The younger girls were taught 
osew aud cutand fit,and encouaged to work by the 
offer of living prices. Theamount of good done 
by this mission in its humble work is incalculable. 


Afterall there is no surer medium through which 
to work charity or charitable enterprise than the 
jadies of. the churches. The Trinity people have 
been especially eflicient and active. The First 
Methodist ladies are now organizing a sewing mis- 
sion, and other ladies are moving W establish a 
“Society of Decorative Art,’ in which all sorts of 
women’s handiwork will be madeand sold. An 
association of working Women has already opened 
a coffee room, library and lunchroom. Out of all 
these effurts much good must come, and God will 
bless the women who are at wark with it. 


A curious fact was developed in a' ladies meeting 
on the subject. The sewing women declare that 
the hardest bargains they have to drive, and the 
dowes: prices they arc forced totake, are when they 
call at the houses of mauy of our richest people. 
One lady said that a woman, emaciated, thin and 
hollow eyed, offered to make boy's pants for her at 
iScmts. “Don’t you know that you wiil starve if 
you work ateuch prices?’ ‘'Lord, yes, ma'am, I de 
know it only too well. BatlI'’ve been beat down in. 
my prices so mech, and turned away empty-handed 
_ #0 often, because I wouldu't work for less, that! 
 ‘feven't got the heart te ask any more.” I do not

who has hungry ebildren hanging on the work of 
her faltering fingers.

ed and inmrane persons are lodged in our jaiis. 
Governor Blackburn, of Kentucky, went before the 
democratic convention of his state last week and 
pictured asimilarcondition of thinge. No southern 
state has made ample provisions for its insane, and 
& private retreat, established at Catoosa, uncer en- 
lightened coutrol, would soon have hundreds of 
patients. 


Beyond the argument offered by the overcrowded 
asylums, and iusane people dying in county jails, 
&@ large proportion of persons who become insane 
should never be sent to public asylums. In quiet 
retreats, that was a home rather than a prison, 
where dircipline supplanted barred windows, and 
gentic moral ferce took the place of the straight 
jacket, they would be speedily and permanently 
cured. At public asylums their trouble would be 
intensified and made incurable. 


There is perhaps no property in the south—cer- 
tainiy none available—so admirably adapted for 
this purpose as Catoosa #prings.

Haden’t we better go a little slow about 
this tar. /f business? 
horse or mule that bucks his riderora gun 
that kicks backwards. What we all want to 
do, you know, isto getinto office and run 
the government, and capture the treasury, 
and grow fat on the spoils, and incidentaliy 
save the nation. We democrats want reve- 
nue, and we want protection, and if anybody 
knows which is the best wav to secure these 
great blessings, why of course I’m for that 
wav, but I’m getting powerful dubuis about 
the horse. The tariff has always been an un- 
popular thing withthe people—sorier like 
death and taxes—every body tries to postpone 
the one and dodge the other. The very 


name of it sounds like an _ oppres- 
sion whilet free trace carries with 
it an’ idea -of liberty and equal 


rights toall. History says thata long time 
ago a barbarian, whose name was Tariffs, 
‘came over from Africa and settled on the 
bluff by the straits of Gibraltar, and he made 
every boat that passed pay toll on everything 
it carried, and he and his clan get rich off of 
these spoils, and after awhile these tolls were 
called tie tariff, and all such exactions from 
the trading people have had that name to this 
day and it is:-looked upon as a barbarian busi- 
ness. Nevertheless all civilized governments 
have‘a tariff for revenue, and our people have 
lived under this sort of machinery for over a 
hundred years and I reckon we can continue 
to iive under it. What I’m dubus abont is 
the propriety of our southern people raising 
much ofa rumpus against a little protection 
just at this particular time. Weare trying to 
encourage manufactures and manufaturers 
need protection, and they can’t Jive without 
it. Foreigners can deliver pig iron in our 
ports at seven dellars a ton and we can’t make 
it at home for less than twelve dollars. It is 
all stuff about our iron men at Birmingham 
making it at nine doilars, They never have 
done itand they never will while they pav 
fair, living wages to the workmen. But sup 
pose that Birmingham can make it at that, 
no other place can, and we must take the 
average. Georgia and Alabama and Tennes- 
see have got millions invested in that busi 

ness, and we den’t want to cripple our own 
people. If they are making too much and 
are getting bloated, let us take off a little pro- 
tection—but do it by degrees—regulate ‘em 
like we regulate the railroads, but don’t crip 


nie ‘em, for there are thousands 
of poor families dependent upon 
these iron works. Farming don’t 


pay-a poor farmer on poor land, and farming 
wants protection more than anything, but I 
don’tseehowitisto get it, and because it 
don't pay any better, our poor people have 
to work in this iron business. I don’tbelieve 
the average farmer gets more than filty cents 
a day for his jabor, There are thousands of 
them who don’t get the balf of it. I hearda 
Talladega man say the other day that farm 
labor was the poorest paid labor in north Al- 
abama and would nut average more than 
thirty cents tothe hand. He didn’t mean 
hirelings, but meant the farmer who worked 
for bimself on his own land or on rented land 
The papers make much ado over Mr. f'urman’s 


sHecess, and a few others, and over track 
farming, and peach growing, which 
is all very well and very en- 
couraging, and hopeful, but the average 


farmer bas po such advantages. Joe Brown 
pays his niggers a doliar a day to dig ore in 
his mines Railroads pay about the same, 


car builders and foundrys pay it, but the 
farmer can’t doit. Hecan’t pay more than 
the half ofitand come out even; and he 


wouldent get any hands atallif the darkies 


dident have families and wanted to work 
where their children could help’em. Farm- 
ing isa slow way to make money, but then 


there isa law of compensation about every- 
thing in this life, and farming has its bless 


ings that otber pursuits donot have. The 
farmer belongs to nobody. He is the freest 


man upon earth and the most independent. 
He has more latitude and longitude. He has 
a house in the country with plenty of pure 
air and good water. If he makes but little in 
the field, he has no occasion to spend but 
little. He can raise his own hogs, and sheep, 
and cattie and chickens. His wood costs 
nothing and the luxury of big back logs and 
blazing fires in open fire places all winter 
long, is something that city people long for, 
but cannot afford. My own farm cost me 
seven thousand dollars. I[ have 120 acres of 
open land in good condition, and it yields 
me on an average about five dollars an acre 
over all expenses. Say nine per cert upon 
the investment. Well, that is mighty little, 
considering my own laborand supervision.

MORE PRECIOUS THAN GEMS. 


Revival of the Lace Craze in the Fashionable 
«World. 
From the Philadelphia Press, 

In spite of the various imitations used real 
lace holds its own, and there is to-day through- 
out I’rance and Italy a greater effort towards 
the revival of lace-making than has been 
known in many years. In 1872 a school was 
started in the Island oi Burano, under the 
direction of two ladies of honor to Queen 
Margaret, who kindly lent her collection of 
laces to the school for reproduction. They 
were already so fortunate as to possess some 
handsome specimens of old Venetian lace 
that had been made in ber youth by a very 
old woman of Burano, 
some sixteenth century laces have been their 
most important wok. 

Luce was first made in the fifteenth centu- 
ry, and it may please those who Jike to weave 
& romance in with the communplace things 
of life to believe that lace was first made by 
agirlto preserve her sailor lover’s gifts of 
“mermaid’s lace,"’ seaweed and coral She 
saw that they were perishable, and finally 
copied them with her needie. Indeed all the 
patterns of old Italian rose point were copied 
from coral branches, A beautiful set of rose 
polnt was on exhibition aia large jeweller’s 
store a few years since that had belonged to 
the Empress Jesephine. It was not as fine 
as our more modern point d’ Alencon, but was 
of a beautiful and intricate pattern, and had 
the peculiar soft yellow that only age can 
give lace, 


JOSEPHINE’S LACES, 

Josephine was fund of laces, for at the cen- 
tennial exhibition there was a complete set 
of laces for evening toilet, including the 
handkerchief, which article of wearing appa- 
rel she always carried to hide her defective 
teeth. It was she who set. tie fashion for 
using handerchiefs openly. Berofe she set 
the fashion peopie carried them in ciose pock- 
ets and were not so bo'd in using them as in 
the nineteenth century. This centennial lace 
bore a near resemblance to Irish point, one of 
the most beautiful and distinctive of white 
laces. It is chiefly made by the nuns in the 
convents in Ireland, and is as different from 
the crochetted lace, that Americans insist 
upon calling Irish point, as it is from point 
de Venice, and all this trimming so much iu 
vogue at the present time is a clear imitation 
of Irish cut work 

THE LACE PASSION, 

Cut-work is of cloth with a pattern of 
leaves and flowers drawn in such a manner 
that each flower touches some other flower; 
the edges are then embroidered, and the main 
body of tne cloth is cutaway, leaving a lovely 
open design, while loops and wheels join the 
wuole and give it a lace-like finish, but it 
bears not even the most remote resemblance 
to Irish point. 

The tascination and delight that the 
study of lace affords is only revealed to 
the genuine lover of the art—an 
art as imstructive as it is beautifal, 
and no more faithful portraiture of the 
floral peculiarities of various 
is produced than will be found in Jace pat- 
terns. Spanish lace contains large heavy- 
headed tropical roses and lilies, Irish lace the 
beautiful hawthorn blooms, France repro- 
duces her own fleur-de-lis and gloire de 
Dijon, Italy delights in the productions of 
the sea, and Germany in tulips and bya 
cintbs, while the lace made in Mexico is an 
exquisite picture of the prickly pear and 
cactus, 

NO AMERICAN LACES, 
In America we dv not work in lace at all, 
and it is only lately that machine-made lace 
is manufactured. Owing to its want of uni- 
formity and frequent imperfections it is not 
We are 
too restless ia temperament and too anxious 
for results to make patient lace-workers. But 
forwomen who can judge for themselves 
America has its advantages to buyers. Owing 
to the want of appreciation for hand-made 
lace merchants oftentimes become discour- 
aged with having stock on hand for a long 
time, andthe most wonderful bargains are 
offered. or instance, Macy sold the other 
day alotof guipure capes for $250 apiece, 
that cost $17.50 to import to this country. 
They were not exactly the modern style, but 
very nearly so, and extremely preity lace. 
THE LACE REVIVAL. 

Mantillas will be worn this summer for the 
lirst time in many years and there is no more 
charming style in the world than these Span- 
ish veils, They differ in shape from the old 
mantilla, which was high on tbe arms: these 
are really only large points and can very 
well be utilized for overskirts. They come 
chiefly in hand-run Spanish lace, which isa 
great improvement on the ordinarf Spanish 


lace; the little cord around the 
flowers and leaves gives it a 
definiteness And character that it has 


always lacked. Lace makers of late years 
have found out the advantage and beauty of 
combining different kinds of lace. it is in 
facta revival of lace of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. Duachesse with point 
de Venice make a lighter lace than duchesse, 
and not sO expensive as point de Venice. 
Point and point de Venice is another happy 
thought and a tripple combinatiom is seen in 
duchesse, point de Venice and round point. 
In Chantilly, the heavy, thick look is nade 
inore transparent by the introduction of 
escurial leave’ and medallions. 
MANILLA LACE, 
Among the white laces a very effective lace 
is the Florentine, an imitation of lace made 
in the sixteenth century in Burano bv the 
new school there. Manilla lace is rare in this 
country. A naval officer bronght a short 
time ago, a beautiful veil from the Island of 
Manilla, and his wife presented it to the eon- 
vent of the Visitation at Georgetown, where it 
now adorns the statue of the Blessed Virgin. 
He speaks of one of the curiosities of the 
island being a priest’s robe made of. Manilla 
lace, and valued at $11,000, For 
six years five girls labored patiently at this 
one garment. A far more difficult task than 
making lace with the ordinary thread, es pina 
is brittle and breaks, therefore the greatest 
perseverance and patience is required. What 
hopes and fears and heartaches and longings 
and joys and. sorrows are interwoven with 
the work of six years! The girl of eighteen 
is the woman of twenty-four. A whole world 
of experience can be-crowded into that time. 
FASHIONS IN LACE. 
Lace has never been cheaper or more plen- 
tiful than it is this year. And for those who 
cannnot aftord the genuine there are such 
close imitations that omly the most prac- 
ticed eye with close inspection can detect the 
differance.

A sweep of Wind Through Recine, Which Kills Twen- 
ty People, Wounds One Hundred, and Destroys 
a Great Deal ot Property—The Cesuaitéees 
at Other Piacee-Other Matters. 


Racink, Wis., May 19.—The first cyclone in the 
history of this city struck Racine at 7 o'clock last 
night, passing through the extreme northwestern 
portioa of the city, demolishing 150 houses and 
parnsand killing about twenty persons, besides in- 
juripg one hundred more, more or less serfously. 
The day was ushered in bright and cool with a 
fresh wind blowing from the southeast. Towards 
noon the sky became overcast and atabout 4 o'clock 
a sharp storm prevailed, altheugh but little rain 
fell. The sun again came out for about an hour. 
During the afternoon, the temperature being 
about seventy degrees, towards 6 o'clock 
heavy masses of clouds again . gathered in the west 
poriending & Storm, and the air was oppressively 
The cyclone was announced by the break- 
ing of the cqaouds, and it struck theearth with a 
tremendious noisc which might be compared with 
the roar and rurabling of a thonsand raiiroad trains 
thundering over a half mile iong and perhaps a

LIFE IN NEW YORK. 


A CARDINAL G4ZiNG AT A WORK 
OF ART. 


> 
Works of Art aes Improvements on the Works of Na- 
ture—A Stayed Figure Better than the Bulging 
Form—The Werid and its Cha:g: of 
Ownership—Other New York Nuwas

New York, May i9.—Atthe picture show in the 
academy.of design, I saw a spare, erect man, 0 
medium height, with a singularly benign face 
close shaven,and a quiet gravity of demcanor which 
rather than any weight of port, imparted dignity. 
One instinctively, and without exactly kuowing 
why,accordea him the distinction of being 4 person- 
‘age—that is, something more than a pers nN. The 
mould of his features was Irish. His eyes were blue 
and picrcing. His grayish brown bair was smoothed 
until it glistened, His hands were smalland almost 
womauish in their whiteness and softness. On the 
signet finger of the left hand, he were an orienta‘ 
sapphire intaglio, set with blazing diamonds. His 
suit was black, and his high shirt collar was ben 
over a stock of purple silk. His hat, like his garb 
was a Clerical looking black silk. This was the 
highest religious dignitary on this side of the earth, 
and with only superiors on the other, for he was 
Cardinal John McCloskey. He was unrecognized 
by many, if any, of the throng, for he leads a life 
of seclusiou,and scarcely avy publicentertainment, 
aside from exhibitions of art, get his presence. His 
palace of white marble, at Madisoa avenue and 
Fiftieth street, ia the rear of the cathedral, is fur- 
nished with the most striking simplicity. Indeed, 
itis more plainly provided than his old house at 
Madison avenue and Thirty-seventh street,in which 
he succeeded Archbishop Hughes. But there is 2 
butler, always in a swallowtail coat, and other ser- 
vants, and, when the cardinal desires to take an 
airing he has an equipage of black and dark green 
with black horses, that is not surpassed by any in 
this city of-superb equipages. The robes that the 
cardinal wears in the sanctuary are made of the 
costliest silks and laces that probably evercame to 
the United States. They were specially ordered 
in Paris. His crosier and cross are 
studded with gems. His throne is a masterpiece of 
carvings. Indeed, in all of his surroundings, and 
in his appearance, the cardinal is every inch a typ- 
ical prince of the Roman Catholic church. He is 
exclusiye aud admits to his presence only the most 
distinguished; whether Catholics or non-Catbolics, 
Others see ouly his private secretary, Father Farley. 
Altogether, there is no trace in the cardinal’s beai- 
ing of his humbie origin. 
son of a poor Brooklyn milkman, whose humble Coi- 
tage was still standing when the cardinal, in 1875, 
received from the titled ablegate of the pope, Pius 
IX, the insignia of his princely state, the beret- 
ta, in the old S&t. Patrick’s Cathedral. 
Cardinal McCloskey clearly was an admirer of the 
comparatively small amount of art which he found 
on the walls ofthe academy of design. He parsed 
by the bad and singled out the good with unerring 
taste. I was properly curious to see whether he 
would. scrutinize a:really well painted piciure 
which, on the score of impropriety in subject, 
might have incited his clerical condemnation. 
This was a canvas thirty-four inches by fifty-six, 
and had a conspicuous place in the south yailery. 
It represents a woman lying at full length on the 


bank of a forest stream, and a_e child 
awakening her by touching her cheek 
and neck with n sprig of clo- 


ver, Apparently the young motner, all but pre- 
pared fora bath in the secluded stream, fell asleep 
with one arm extended in an easy position on the 
grass and the other thrown backward so that her 
head restson the hand. The figure is perfect, the 
face is pretty and not too ideal, and the warm 
flesh tints contrast charmingly with the surround- 
ingcolors. The child’s figure is a little too graceful 
for chubby infaucy, but is prettier asitis. The 
cardinai’s eyes rested calmly on that picture 
aud he neither betraved admiration 
nor detestation iu his momentary examination. 
I felt like asking for his views on such disputed 
phases of-art,Suprefraioed, r 
Then I took to the study of female figurcsin the 
pictures, and found that they were pleasing just so 
far as the artists had shaped them in accordance 
with stay-lacing. Anartist seid to me: ‘Those 
crities of modern fashions who are always telling 
women to go to pictures to learn now to dress, per- 
haps have never noticed the utter impracticability 
of many ideally painted costumes. Those color- 
and-form-loving men of the Renaissance were not 
painting wearable clothes, but only picturable 
ones. Hence, a sharp-eyed woman may go through 
the great galleries and pick out dozens of rich and 
roval robes which stay on well enough where they 
are, but which off a canvass would never clipg to 
human form foran instant. And there are oer 
‘unrealities’ besides inability to stay on. A Flem- 
ish picture by Vanderweyden is a_ case 
in point. A Megdalen in esthetic green velvet,con- 
fined in large folds atthe waist, sits reading her 
breviary. Her dress isopen ina V over a stomacher 
exquisitely embroidered with seed pearls. The 
huge sleeve and the bottom of the high art robe are 
edged with narrow fur, and as she sits the bottom 
of her robe is drawn up to her knees, evidently to 
show the marvel of seed pearl embroidery on the 
petticoat beneath. This petticoat is gorgeous, rich 
but not startling, and is well worth the pains the 
Magdalen takesto showit. Butthe unreality is 
just this, that from the many and massive folds 
upon the Magdalen’s knees, by which largeness and 
sweep the painter meant to give dignity to his tig- 
ure, any woman may plainly see that the robe must 
have been at least two yards longer in front than the 
Magdalen is tall, and that nohuman being couid 
ever walkin sucha dress, be she saintor sinver, 
As for Rubens’s matronly Sabines, not one of them 
could keep clothed above the waist except by the 
free use of glue, and some of Sir Joshua Reynolds’s 
idval women keep their clothes on purely by moral 
suasion. 

This expert called my attentton to a large can- 
vass containing three conspicuous figures of women 
reclining in various postures. The women ofits 
day did not wear corsets. In the case of two.of 
those represented, this will be regretted by those 
who have not the artist's instinct ina sufficient 
degree to cause them to overlook a want of com- 
pactuess which in these days would be regarded as 
incompatible with feminine grace of figure. 

The under talk this week in journalism, and at 
the clubs is largely about the World’s change of 
ownership and editorship. The new owner and 
editor, Joseph Pulitzer, is wholly unknown heie 
except in his own profession. Hurlbert, the retir- 
ing editor, hasa wide acquaintance among people 
of position, and wealthand influence. Itis need- 
less to say that Jay Gould, who has now sold out 
the property, is pretty familiar to our public. It is 
understood that the possession of the World cost 
him $100,000 in the difference between the price he 
paid and that which he got, besides a $100,000 more 
—some say double that sum—in making up the 
weekly discrepancies between receipts and expen- 
ses. Gould’sexperimentin journalism has dem- 
onstrated that n0 newspaper can get a popular 
circulation in New York if owned by a capitalist of 
his attitude in affairs. It is not necessary for me to 
discuss the rightor wrongof this. I simply state 
the fact. Greater or more costly effort Were uever 
made to attract readers, nor with less success. The 
price of the eight page sheet was re- 
duced to two cents, the dead walls of the 
city were elaborately painted with announcements 
of that cheapness, the paper was weil filled with 
news, and Gould used his elevated railroad power 
to force the World upon the attention of passen- 
gers. When it is understood that about one-third 
of all the sale of newspapers from stands is in these 
railroad stations, it will be seen how considerable 
was the advdniage which he gave the World by 
according itasmuch space on the counters as all 
the other morning dailies combined, by posting its 
placards numerousiy,and by putting boys at the 


entrancesand in the cars to hawk it, as could be 
done with no other jourval, except Cyrus W, 
Field's Mail and Express in the afternoon. | asked

Itis taken for granted that Gould bought the 
World for the purpose of furthering his specniative 
schemes. I do not think this is altogether true 
He has brains and expericnce, and must have 
known that only by secret control could he have 
made the paper valuable in that direction. It cer- 
tainly did advocate and defend his schemes and 
falsified the news in their interest; but this had the 
effect of damage rather thar benefit, because every 
body knew how and wherefore it was done. My 
impression is that Gould, having earlier in life had 
something to do with country journalism, was am- 
bitious to figure ina larger field. Hedevoted much 
personal attention and time to the World, first 
along, frequenting the office, familiarizing himself 
with its method:, directing its policy, and writing 
articles. When the pressure of his many enter- 
prises is considered, it seems improbable that this 
one took so la:ge a hold upon him for any other 
reason than an unmercenary liking forit. He con- 
fidently expected to gain a Circulation of at least 
1.0.0.0, and when convinced finally that his name 
Was an insurmountable obstacle, he dropped the 
business so completely as to show that kis love was 
changed to aversion. 
| Jay Gould’s son George paid some attention to 
the World, too. His fancy, like that of nine out of 
ten amateur triflers with journalism, turned to 
theatrical Matters. He tried his hand at dramatic 
criticism. But he went to work in exactiy the way 
that sensible critics do not. That is to say, he 
began vy Cultivating the acquaintance of the per- 
formers about whom he intended to write. His ar- 
ticles were few, and quite barren of intrinsic merit, 
but they were curious to those who knew ‘their au 
thorship. His copy, in one Cas€, WaS sent down to 
the office, late at night, from the hotel Brurswick. 
It was a glowing tribute to the beauty and skillofa 
young aCiress at the Union Square theater. Ske 
was playing a part about five minutes and tena sen- 


tences long, and the editor in charge 
could not recollect her name while

“Well,” he said, ‘‘a pedigree isn’t absolutely es- 
sential to a pug, but if the pug is well bred his tail 
will curl as it ought to.”’ 

‘*But suppose it shouldn’t?”’ 

‘It’s got to,’’ he insisted. 

I suggested that in the bright praise book of piol- 
ogy tere was no such expression as ‘‘got to,’’ that 
there were freaks of nature without end. Then I 
asked whether in case a tail appertaining toa dog 
of proud descent should curl the wrong way, he 
would be recognized stillas belongingto an illus- 
trious line, or would forfeit his birthright.

‘THROUGH TO THE WEST. 


AN EXCURSION OVER THE GEOR- 
GIA PACIFIC RAILWAY, 


Colonel} Foreescre Takes an Atlanta Party to Anniston 
and Return— What they Saw Along the Wey ~— 
A Maguificent Rosad Through s Rich 
Country— Actions of the Party— Ete. 


On Friday last, a party of gentlemen left Atlanta 
on the Georgia Pacific railroad, at 7:30 a. m., fora 
trip to Anniston. They went mainly to lock at 
the new road and to see the country that this road 
opens up to Atlanta. The run from Atlanta to 
Anniston, 103 miles, was as pleasant as it ¢ uld be. 
The road wasin fine condition, being well ballasted 
for two thirds of the way. The scenery along the 
line was attractive and very interesting. The line 
from here to Douglasvilleis well known to many 
ofour readers. After leaving Douglasville the 
road penetrates a fine farming couutry in the vicia- 
| fty of Villa Rica; then on to the Tallapoosa river a 
fine belt of the best timbered land in the state. 
Large beds of iron pyrites are being opened up 
along the road in Paulding and Haralson, and 
») many evidences of the extensive mines of gold and 
copper that have made the counties of Carroll and 
Paulding famous for years. As the party rede 
over the well ballasted new road out of VillaRica one 
gentleman remarked: “Here is where Mr. Ed Hol- 
land, one of Atlanta's poineers, made his start in 
life{Out in that country are some of the richest gold 
minesin the state, and thirty years ago he was 
making money out of these mines.’’ 

. **Yes,’’ saysanother of the par.y, “‘worth nowa 
quarter ofa million. I peddled through this coun- 
try at the time andi. wasa rich country then. I got 
some start here myself.’’ 

SCENES ALONG THR IANE. 

The road crosses the Tallapoosa* river 
and runs down the west bank several miles 
bringing into plain view some rich bottoms and 
good water powers. The best mill site has been re. 
cently purchased by Colonel B. F. Sawyer, who ex- 
pects soen to commence anextensive manufactur- 
ing establishment, 

After leaving the Tallapoosa the road runs through 
a weil timbered and mountainous country for ten 
miles uutilit suddenly dropsinto the Chocolocco 
valley, oue of the most fertile valleys of Alabama. 
The lands in this valley are fine, butare poorly 
cultivated. It is the finest land in the United 
States for grass and clover, butno attention has 
been paid toit. The new road will bring new 
ideas on this subject and this valley will some day 
be as famous (for its fine hay and 
pasturage as -it obce was for cotton. 
The road runs down this valley with a considerable 
mountain gorge north of it to Oxford, Alabama, 
where we came in sight of the old Selma, Rome and 
Dalton railroad, now a partof the vast East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgiasystem of roads, and runs 
along nearly parellel with the road to Auniston. 

THE ORIGIN OF ANNISTON. 
This town is a model. It was built and is owned 
by Tyler and Nubles. The firm own forty thousand 
acres of land around Anniston, They have an ex- 
tensive cotton factory, three large iron furnaces, 
and are building a large foundry to make car 


wheels, and car works, The furnaces 
make charcoal iron exclusively and 
the cheapest made in the United States. 


They find a ready sale forit,and Mr. Richard Peters, 
who always knows whatheis talking about, says 
they have made more clear money than any iron 
men inthe country, and are among the few whom 
the hard times a few years ago did not hurt 
There is too much to be said about Anniston for 
one brief sketch. We promise to give it what it de- 
serves soon. The proprietors gave the Atlanta par- 
ty all the attention possible. Before long THE 
CONSTITUTION will give a hisiory of this famous 
place, with the hope thatit will induce others to 
follow the example of these men who have done so 
much for the country. 

ON THE WAY HOME. 
The party remained in Anniston about two hou's 
and took the train ior the return trip. At Doug- 
lasville the train halted for a short time and. 
the excursionists took advantage of it to give form 
al expression to what they had seen. Colonel R. F. 
Maddox was called to the chair, and Mr. W. A. 
Hemphill was requested to act as secretary. and on® 
motion of Mr. F. P. Rice, Colonel George W. Adair 
was requested to express the sentiments of the 
meeting, as he had gathered it during the day. 
Colonel Adair was in the humor to make oue of his 
best speeches, and he madeit. We regret that we 
cau Ouly give a brief synopsis of the speech. He 
referred to the fact that in the party were three men 
who were ex-presidents of this road. Mr. Richard 
Peters, Colonel L. P. Grant and himself. ‘You, 
Mr. Chairman,’’ he said, “‘once held a deed 
to it, and 1 see before me some of the directors. We 
made a mistazxein not holding on to the road. So 
far as 1 am concerned,’’.said he, “I never did re- 
sign. I am president of the Georgia Western. They 
changed the name of th? road because my company 
did not have the mouey to build it; but after to- 
day's inspection [ do not know but what I feel just 
as good as if my company had butltit. I know we 
could not have made any betterroad. I am afraid we 
would not have bad foresight enough to gevsuch a 
man as Vice-President Johuson to manage the con- 
struction. Major Temple’s place would have been 
hard to fill, and then some other road would have 
had Colonel Foreacre,-and you all know he is the 
best railroad man in the state. Hecan puta road 
in better fix, make it more popular with the people 
along the line, and with theemployes of the road 
than any railroad manager I know of,and I have 
been in the business since the first road was built 
in the state. He absolutely controis the people of 
Atlanta on the subject of railroad freights. We 
have not seen a thing to-day that we could com- 


plain at. We have been highly entertained, and it 
is my  pleusant duty to say to the 
officers of the road present that 


we have found the road first-class in all its details, 
and that they willalways find in the people of At- 
lanta strong friends and ajl the patronage we can 
give them.’’

FOME OF THE CLOSING SCENES OF JONES'S LIFE. 
Special to The Cousti ution. 
LeXINGTON, May 19—It seems as if Jones, 
the murderer executed here yesterday, had 


ted on the day which hed been appointed. 
Aiter having received a reply from the gov 
ernor refusing to interfere with the execu- 
tion, he replied: ‘*Well,l’ve go. a trick that 
will work yet.’” Every precaution was used 
to prevent him from doing personal injury 
to himself and he was daily searched by the 
guard. On Wednesday evening he seemed 
to bein avery talkative bumorand slept 
well during the night, and on Thursday 
morning, requested Sheriff Doster to allow 
no-one to Visit him during the day. He par- 
took heartily of his breaktast and was jefi by 
the guards at about nine o'clock. At about 
twelve, one of them, Mr. Knox, returned and 
on entering the cell found Jones prostrate on 
the floor in a 


poul of biood, and on 
bis left arm, just above the _ elbow. 
was a small incision from which 


a stream was still tlowing. Aid was sum- 
moned at once, and the wound cared for, 
but for quite a time he lingered between 
lifeand death. He positively refused to wke 
any stimulants, and all the while seen.ed 
to suffer intense agony. Hypodermic in jec- 
tions Of whisky were made and after aw: ile, 
on being removed from his cell and placeu 
ona palletin the hall of the jail, he rested 
more quietly. From the time of first being 
seen ailier the attempt at suicide be was in a 
thoroughly unconscious condition, and dur 
ipg bis delirium his thoughts seemed to be 
bent on the idea that he had cheated the ga!- 
lows, and the fect that he was justified in 
so doing. He continually called tor bis sister 
and asked her to come and administer to him 
during bis last hour on earth. His brother, 
from Augus'a, errived on the 4 u'clock train, 
but Le did not recognize hin. 
A TOUCHING INCLBDENT. 

A Most toucaing scene occurred in the jail 
as bis brotherentered) No one knew him, 
aod he seemed to.ignore every one; ushing 


himself wildly through the crowd, kneit 
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determined not to allow himself to be execu--

I'm your brother’ he would ask and would 
tees: down and throwing himself on bis 
neck, sobbed most piteously: “Oh, Joe,

THE GOVERNOR'S ACTION, 

Sheriff Doster telegraphed the governor of 
the occurrence and asked for instructions, to 
which he received an answer thata reply 
would be given after hearing of his condi- 
tion onthe day of execution. He has been 
improving since, thoug’ up to Thursday 
night he appeared to be perfectly uncon- 
scious. All through the evening he would 
toss himself from one side of his pallet to the 
other, sometimes uttering the most 
impressive prayers for his forgiveness, and 
at others, shaking his clinched fist in the 
air, would, in a most miserable manner, 
ery “Oh, my God, my God, it is best to so 
die than to be hurled into eternity by a 
drunken mob, They thought they would 
gloat over my death, but I’ve taken my 
soul from my miserable body and handed it 
to you myself.’ His face was pale and ema 
ciated, his eyes closed, and the scene, as his 
piteous crys filled the room, brought tears 
to the eyes of many of his hearers, who, 
though hardened against him. by the enor- 
mity of his crime, and having used every 
power to secure his conviction, yet, almost 
in the presence of death, with the piteous 
appeals of a miserable and doomed fellow 
being actipg upon their tenderer sensibili- 
ties, Sympathy and pity went to the poor un- 
for'unate before them, and found expression 
in the tears of the company. 

The method by which he had attempted to 
take his life was by severing the veinsof his 
arm. The instrument used was a small are 
of the top of an oystercan. It was about an 
inch and a balf long and had been sharpened 
against the iron grating of his cell. He had 
had a box of oysters nearly a month ugo and 
it is thought that he has saved this piece of 
the box since then. 

LETTERS To HIS MOTHER, 

He had written the following letters to bis 
mother, which were found by his side: 

May 15, 1883.—'*T his may be the last thing that [ 
Tay everrite on earth and may be the last oper- 
tunity that I will ever get to write or say enyihing, 
andlet whatever eomethat may, it maters not 
what death I shall dye, I shall dye trusting on the 
lor3 for the salvation of my sole and there fore do 
not let the maner of my death make you say that I 
ém lost, fr l have searched the Biblé and can not 
find eny thing that does condem my way of dyeing, 
and as far as that is conserned I feail at eas on that 
pointand want allto know that! feal now dread 
on that account, and hope that god will] reseave my 
soal out Of all its troubles and may I meat the dear 
one that] bave sent before in a beter world where 
there will be no seperation, may god grant this is 
my only prayer for this life has been but few days to 
me, and full oftrouble. I have not lived long and 
the short time that I have lived seames to me to 
be all most as yestoday and I hope that the 
all mity may, when it is done, say it 1s enough he 
has sufered enough; his suffering has ben too 
much for him and I will let him rest. 

And the dear one that has gone before, I hope 
and pray that she isin glory; she had one blessing 
that 1 have nothad, while the lite and life of this 
world wasshutoutfrom her in one moment, she 
was not conscious of the. pain, and in a few mo- 
ments saw and felt the realities of 
a better world, While I have a 
double hell here, and have to have the remorse of 
her death in sekeret,and have tosee aud feel the 
awfull presents of death come upon me, and have 
to bear the greaf of my wife’s death, to know that 
my one rite hand hasshed the blood of the dearest 
one to me on earth—one who I would have seen the 
last drop of blood in my body ooze out by degreas 
in herdefense, butthe saim hand that weod have 
defended her has taken away her life. avd thereby 
distroyeditself. If, atthe time,we both could have 
went hand in hand into eternity, i) would have 
been a great blessing, but I hope that he Allmity 
has been merciful to herand will do soto me, and 
we may both meatin that world where there will 
be no more scrors and there know one another,and 
that she will meatandsay that she has pardoned 
me for her @eath; that she has reseaved a blessing 
that she might have missed if she had lived longer. 

‘IT trust it all to God, and hope that he will bless 
us both, is my prayer, for the Redeemer’s sake 
Amen. J. C, Jones’s last lines. In God do we 
trust.’’ 

This letter was written on Tuesday evening, 
but he kept bisidea of suicide the utmost se- 
cret, even hiding the letter he had written. 
On Thursday after be bad made the attempt 
at suicide and while his life’s blood was rap- 
idly leaving his veins, he penned the follow 
ing postcript. It was written ina most dis- 
connected style as if the eifects of the deed 
had begun to show itself. The paper is cov- 
ered with his blood and was found by bis 
side, it evidently baving been written after 
the attempt: ; 

Dear Mother—When you read this do not think 
that I have done rongin taking mv own ,ife for I 
consider that I have done so in self defense and I 
had rather do this than to see myself in the hands 
ofa drunkon mob who has no mercy or sympathy 
and who will glote over my death. do not greaye 
for me for l have liveas long as I could and | shall 
be done with this troble. may god have merey on 
me and if 1 have done rong pardon me for so doing. 
think no more of meand all the trouble I have 
caused you. may god take charge of me and save 
my sole that my body has sufered so and may he 
comfort you all is my prayer. 

‘good by to you a)) for tne last time.”’ 

HIS CONDITION. FRIDAY MORNING, 

Jones rested quietly during the night and 
was much improved Friday morning. The fol- 
lowing telegram was sent this morning to 
Governor McDaniel:

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THE KENTUCKY NOMINATIONS. 

The race between ex-Congressman Knott 
and Colonel Jones, of Newport, for the demo 
cratic gubernatorial nomination in Kentucky 
wasone of the closest the state has ever 
known. Asone aspirant after another was 
withdrawn. the excitement among the nearly 
800 members of the convention wasincreased, 
and when Knott and Jones were alone in the 


field, it became intense. As _ the 
final vote was first cast, Jones 
had 373 votes, and Knott 364. Before 


the figures were footed up, however, Owen 
county desired to transfer eight of its num 
ber of votes to Knott. This was the beginning 
of a deluge that resulted in the withdrawal of 
Jones, and the unanimous nomination of 
Procior Kfiott. The nomination is virtually 
an election, and Mr. Knott will soon become 
the executive head of the state for a term of 
four years. Kentucky could not have select- 
eda man of wider experience, profounder 
knowledge of the law, or of greater popularity 
throughout the state. He will prove a safe 
and practical yet progressive governor. 

There isa peculiar feature of politics in 
Kentucky chat isnot generally understood. 
The state is full of both confederate and un- 
ion soldiers—holding about as many of one 
classas of the other. The union men arenot 
inclined to support confederate soldiers and 
vice versa. This state of things rather mili- 
tates against the nomination of soldiers Mr. 
Knott was in neitherarmy. The nominee for 


lieutenant governor was, however, in the 
union army. The war issue assumes 
the forms that are not infrequently encoun- 
tered in the mountain counties of the two 


upper congressional districts of this state. 

The platform is brief and excellent. The 
tariff is not expressly mentioned, but the re- 
aflirmation of the national platforms of 1876 
and 1580 is, of course, a declaration in favor 
of tariff reduction in the interest of the tax- 
payers. The duty of the state to provide a 
wise and eflicient system of public schools is 
set forth, and so are the needs of equality in 
assessments, of a new constitution, and of an 
influx of capital and immigration. In con- 
clusion the democrats of Kentucky ‘‘send 
words of cheer and congratulation to the 
democracy of the union, on the magnificent 
prospects of victory in the next presidential 
election,’’ with assurances that the old guard 
of Kentucky will! be found at the front of the

GAMBS OF AMERICAN CHILDREN. 


Some Carlesiiien of the Nursery and the Playground. 
From the Chicago Inter Ovean. 

There is something very curious in the way in 
which children's games are transmitted from one 
generation. of children to another. Men and 
women forget all about them, or have but a dim 
recolleciion of them at best, and itis rare that any 
allusion to them finds its way into written lan- 
guage; but the same games are repeated over end 
over again by littie boys and girls of from five to 
ten years of age for a century together without 
material change. When half a dozea or more litle 
people in some wesicrn viilage stand in a circle 
with hands joined, and one within the circle goes 
around touching each pair of hands and counting 
aloud up to twenty as he goes, and then ends off 
with a jingle, 

Here | bake and here I brew, 

Here I make my wedding cake, and here I will get 

through, 

the rhyme takes us back to old’ Engiand at a time 
when every farmer had his bakehouse and brew- 
house, and ihe children of the neighborhood cou- 
trived their piay by allusion to dqmestie labors with 
which they were mnust familiar. Hardiy an Ameri- 
can child knows auything about Ure process of 
brewing, 4nd the ancient “baking day’’ has lost 
its importance since the abolition of brick ovens; 
but the rhyme survives. 

Another of the “Counting Out’? rbymes is the one 
which must bave originated in Engtand before the 
reformation: 

Onery, twoery, hickory Ann, 
Fillison, follason, Nicuolus John,

THAT MAY CAUSE THRE DEATH or 
MPS. A. B, RIDLEY. 


Tre Sad Result of a Plessure Drice om the Boulevard 
Mre. Ridley Springs From a Bucry, When the 
Hore-s Ran, and Sves‘ains Injuries that 
May Cause Her Veath—Uccunscious 


We have had fewer sadder things to record than 
the detalis of Mra. Kidley’s criticel illners and the 
grief in which her family and friends dre plunged. 
A lovely woman,an idolized wife and mother, 
worshipped by a mother so lately widowed and by 
brothers and sisters; im the full flash of health ang 
happiness only one short day ego, and now lying” 
unconscious and at the door of death. Such is the 
sad tragedy of life and death. 


When THR CONSTITUTION went to press on Friday 
nightit was thought that Mrs. Ridley Jwas not i, 6 
critical condition. In jumping frem her Carriage 
she received a concussion of the brain, from which 
it was thought she would react in due course of 
time. the remained perfectly unconseions, how. 
ever, during the night, @nd morning brought no 
change. In the meantime the best physicians of 
the city were with herconstantly. They had some 
fear at first of hemorrhage of the brain, but this 
was soon found to b+ groundless. 

The next apprehension was that the reaction 
could not take place without producing inflamma. 
tion of the brain. Itwas feared thatthe shoe of 
the fall had broughtabout extravasation, and hat 
with the attempt of the brain to react wouid come 
inflammation, In the afternoon, thee wa, 
an evident attempt at reaction. Her 
face changed, her hands went to her hed, and the 
doctors feared the attempt would be ¢ violent as tg 
bring about fever or inflammation and probably re 
suittutally After tossing uneasily awhile, there 
was rest and quiet, and tne effort of the brain to re. 
store its normal condition had failed. ‘there were 
several other attempts during the afternoon and 
night, each, it was feared, weaker than the ower, 

Atabout8 o’clock last night Dr. Westmorelund 
said: “The dangernow is, that the brain will not 
be able to react at all. The reaction usually takes 
place within 24 hours. I have seen patienis, how- 
ever, remain uncopscious forthree ful: days and 
then recover. Mrs Ridley has superb vitality and 
strength, aud we hope for the best ”’ 

“Can nothing be done?” | 

“Nothing. We must wait for nature to take its 
course. The only dauger in such cases is that too 
much may be done.”’ 

THE STORY OF THE ACCIDENT. 

It appearsthat Mrs. Ridley and Miss O'Callaghan 
were out riding behind anew horse just purchased 
for Mrs. B. H. Hill, Sr. They had riddenup and 
down Peachtree aud had stopped at Mrs. Ridley’s 
residence, where she confided herchild, who had 
been riding with them. toa nurse, and prepared to 
ride ont on the Boulevard. Asthey were going up 
the Bouleyard, a white man ami two 
negro men came upthe track driving their horses 
in a race. It is hard to ascertain 
exactly whai happened but our informa ion is 
that :he men were shoutiug to their horses, and 
pushing them to thetopo: their speed. Two of 
them dashed by on on: side of the ladies’ carri- 
age aud the other on the cther side. ‘Their horse, 
frightened at this unusual rush, sprung forward 
in a run. The driver, itis said, had caught hir 
up, when, the shouting and racing still contin- 
uing, he darted offsgain. Mrs. Ridley end Miss 
©’ Callaghan then sprang fiom ihe carriagt. Miss 
O'Callaghan was bruised and her head was cut but 
she was not seriousiy hurt. Mrs. Ridley felt oa 
her head, which wr duced concussion of the brain, 
She was lifted up, unconscions, and carried into 
Mr. May’s residence, where she still remains, She 
has never been conscions since. 

THE SYMPATHY OF FRIENDS, 

The friends of Dr. and Mrs. Riaiey were misled 
by the reportin the morning paper, and did not 
understand until in the afiernoon that her condi- 
tion was critical oreven serious. After that time 
there were © ‘nstant calls at Mr. May’s residence to 
express sympathy and inquire after Mrs. Ridley's 
condition. There was often adozen carriages at the 
gate. Few people were more beloved toan bob Rid- 
ley and his wife. 

It was evident to those who called that the gravest 
apprehensions were feltastothe result. Nothing 
but Mrs, Ridley’s perfect health justified any hope 
except that hope thatis always indulged as long as 
there is life. Mrs. B. H Hill, Sr.. who wasin Ath- 
ens, was summond to her daughter’s bedside by 
wire, and a telegram was also sent to Ben flill, Jr., 
who was at Dews’ pond with his wife on a fishing 
trip. They both arrived last night. 

THE LATEST CONSULTATION.
